He can't see a hand In front
of his face, but he's got more
foresight than many' men with
20/20 vision.
Don Miller, blind since he was
two years old after an attack
of measles, came to Torrance
from Cleveland, Ohio, a year ago
because “it's a growing commu:
nity and I felt there were more
opportunities here.” The same
vision prompting his own move
has lead to his establishing a
unique kind of service for Tor-
rance merchants which he hopes
to extend through Lomita, Har-
bor City, and the beach cities.
1t's called the South Bay Credit
Clearance Assoclation, and its
basic alm is to give merchants
a prompt credit check of anyone
requesting to open a charge-ac:
count,
The system works this way.
Tach member of the Associa.
tion (there are now about 26)
gives his basic file of persons
with active charge accounts or
who have been issued credit at
some time to Miller, Then when
a merchant gets a request for
credit, he can call the Associa-
tion, which will then check the
applicant’s credit for him,

The Ultimate Goal
At least, that's the ultimate
goal Miller has in mind. At pres:
ont, service i§ limited to a simple
credit check, whereby the Asso-
ciation can give the inquirer a
record of where the applicant
has established credit, whether
good or bad, ‘.
Ultimately Miller also desires
